Mr. Jo?inh S. Bliss, one of Newport's 


oldesl citizens and t man who had 
played a prouiluent parl in tlie history 
of Newport, died at his homo 011 Slier- 
man Bireel on Thursday after a consid- 
erable illness. He was nearly clgbly- 
eix years old aud dealh was due to old 
age. 


Mr. Bliss was perhaps best known 


as Ihe driver of tlie old Newport stage. 
Long before Newport had any railroad 
couuectlou with Ihe outside world he 
drove a great freight wagon between 
Newport und Tauutou, being em ployed 
by the hue Rufus II. Kinsley. He was 
well known all along the road as a re- 
sourceful and competent uiuu, anil lie 
seldom failed to brlugthe mall through 
ou lime in spite of bud weather aud 
wor^e roads. He bad many adven- 
tures while engaged in luls occupa- 
tion bul came through them all with- 
out serious accident. 


He was also a pioneer lu steamboat-' 


ing around 
Newport, 
working 
for 


many years for the line of steamers to 
Providence, founded by Rnfus Ii. Kins- 
ley. He wns employed as express inea- 
eeuger nud afierward became the first 
purser on Ihe steamer Cily of Newport.
